WELL-EARNED REST. 


There is an intereating an- 
nouncement in the week-end wires 
to the offect that Sir Douglas 
Haig has been appointed Field 
Marshal =Commanding-in-Chief 
the Forces in Great Britain, and 
that General Sir William Robert- 
son has been made Ganeral Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief the Army 
on the Rhine, Thus ends Sir 
Douglas Haig's direct association 
with the war and at the same 
time terminates"his command of 
the British Expeditionary Army. 
In other words, tho great Field 
Marshal has earned his rest from 
the anxiaties and the responsibili- 
ties of the campaign in the West. 
He will still have much to engage 
his mind and call into play his 
undoubted abilities, but no longer 
will rest on his shoulders the 
heavy burden of commanding, on 
active service, the biggest Army 
which Britain ever sent into the 
field. He has thoroughly won the 
relaxation from these stern and 
trying duties, and his name will 


ever be traasured as that of the], 


man who played a very hig part 
in tho: final overthrow of the 
Germans. The Army of Occup- 
ation is to be in charge of 
Sir William Robertson—another 
great soldier, whose rise from the 
ranks has shown the stuffof which 
he is made. No better choice 
could have been made. He may 
be relied upon to carry on where 
Sir Douglas Haig left off. 


NOT WANTED. 


Over the week-end Hongkong 
hastbeen visited by three ship- 
loads of Germans. Happily, they 
have not come to stay; happily 
also, they have not landed on our 
shores. They are the Huns from 
China who havé been politely 
told that their room is better 
than their company. 
are now" bound for 
precious Fatherland, bot they 
will find, when they reach it, 
that it is quite another country 
from that.they left when they set 
out forthe East. Home is about 
the last place they would desire 
to be sent to, we should imagine, 
but they have to go back, 
whether they like it or not. No 
tears are being shed for them in 
Hongkong or any other place out 
East: they sre representatives 
of a discredited and un- 
clean race, and it will be 
many a long year, we should 
think, before they will be welcom- 
ed anywhere. These Germans 
leave China in avery chastened 
and humbled mood. Had the 
result of the war been the reverse 
of what it is, we know how they 
would have comported . them- 
selves. In being sent Home on 
comfortable liners, they are 
perhaps getting more they de- 
serve. But we need not worry 
about that. All we want to see is 
their clearance from the East.

Yesterday we had a final 
glimpse st the Huo—the social 
pariah, of the world whom 
civilised | mankind hag sent to 
Coventry. The Bue Funnel

roule to Germany with a large 
cargo of German men, women: 
and children. To an observer 
these three vessels would hare 
appeared to be carrying a batch * 
of people who had been separated 
from home for many years and 
were delighted at the prospect of ° 
being back to Blighty. So happy, 
cheerfnl, courteous and resigned-- 
to-fate these German deportees. .
